N A T IV E SONS. 


P ro ceed in g s o f th e G rand P a rlo r a t C hico 
Y esterd ay. 
Chico, April 29th.—The w eather has been 
m ost p easant for toe session of tne Grand P ar­ 
lor. The delegates are now d jw u to hard work 
and doing considerable business. This fore­ 
noon's session was largely attended. The Grand 
Parlor was opened at 10 o'clock by President 
Ryan. 
The Finance Com m ittee of the Grand Parlor 
reported having exam ined the books of G rand 
Secretary and Grand T reasurer and found them 
correct in every particular. 
Past G rand President Steinbach subm itted an 
am endm ent to thelC onstitution perm itting the 
organization o f parlors outside this State w here 
a requisite num ber of native Californians cau 
be secured, provided the Grand Parlor w ill not 
be required to pa; the traveling expenses of 
delegates from such parlors, aud th at the Grand 
Parlor never be held outside the State. Referred 
to the Com m ittee on Legislation. 
R. P. Doolan offered a resolution congratu­ 
lating the Order on the agitation win on has 
caused the national Hag to be displayed from 
public school buildings tftroughout th e State, 
thus infusing the true spirit of patriotism iuto 
th e hearts of the com ing Native Sons aud 
veneration for the United states aud California. 
A provision was also m ade th a t a copy of tne 
resolution be forwarded to the Governor and to 
each m em ber of th e Legislature. Referred to 
the Committee on the State of the Order. 
W. W. Greer offered an am endm ent to the 
Constitution th at the 
G rand Vice-Presideut, 
G rand Lecturer, G rand Orator aud Board of 
G rand Trustees be the Visiting Board, and 
shall visit th e subordinate Parlors at least 
twice during a year. Referred to the Com m it­ 
tee on Legislation. 
T. C. H ocking presented an am endm ent th at 
tw enty instead of eleven nam es be required ou 
the C harter of Invitation before being granted. 
Referred to the Committee on Legislation. 
An am endm ent was subm itted Dy T. C. Hock­ 
ing th at th e G rand P arlor provide for a histo­ 
rian and allow him a stenographer and travel­ 
ing expenses. Also, th a t each parlor shall be 
entitled to oue delegate at large and one for 
oue hundred m em bers at tim e of election in­ 
stead ol one for each hundred or fraction over 
fifty. 
A resolution was adopted sending a greeting 
to the New E ngland calitornia Pioneers, and 
bidding them welcom e to California. 
A resolution was offered appointing a com ­ 
m ittee to select an official badge for the Order. 
An am endm ent was proposed th at the seven 
G rand Trustees be elected by districts. 
A com m ittee offered m em orial resolutions out 
of respect to J. Mervvn D onahue and General 
M. G. Vallejo. They were read and filed. 
Charles L. Tilden, C hairm an of the San F ran­ 
cisco delegation, presenten an invitation to ihe 
Order to celebrate the fortieth anniversary of 
Admission Day in San Francisco, assuring the 
m em bers th at all the Pariors there were unani­ 
m ously enthusiastic, aud intend m aking the 
celebration one of the grandest ever held iu San 
Francisco, and one w hich the Native Sous of 
the Golden W estern Stale of California will 
have every reason to feel proud 
After a short and sharp discussion, the invita­ 
tion was adopted by a unanim ous vote. 
A resolution was offered th at Santa Rosa, Sac­ 
ram en t/ or Monterey be selected as the p ace 
for holding the next Grerod P anor, Dut w ith an 
am endm ent locating the m eeting perm anently 
iu San Francisco. It was laid over till to-morrow 
nm rnrog and m ade a special order. 
The G rand Parlor then resolved ¡'self into 
a Com m ittee oi the Whole to lurthcr discuss the 
ritual question. 
Grand President Ryan was presented w ith a 
beautiful bouquet by a young lady of Chico, 
am id thtf applause of the Graud Parlor. 


AFTERNOON SESSION. 
At the afternoon session of the Grand Parlor 
Past G rand President Charles W. Decker offered 
a resolution postponing sc tio n o n th e perm anent 
location ol the G rand P arlor in San F rancisco 
until the uexi m ee ing.

Drossel. his sou August, and C harle, Hoffman, 
a plum ber, w ent into the cellar to ascertain 
w hether there was a leak in the sewer or gas- 
plpi-s. The latter were found to be all rignt. 
so they com m enced to dig iu the sewer. After 
an opening had been m ade Hoffman took a 
candle in his hand and leaned over to as to look 
inside, im m ediately there was an explosion. 
Hoffman and the two Drossels were throw n 
backw ard by the force of the shock, but w ere 
not injured. The corner of th e m an hole in the 
m iddle of Jackson street was blown ofl and the 
covers of th e m an-holes on Powell street, from 
Clay to Broadway, w ere loosened. The neigh­ 
bors were greatly nlarm ed by the noise, and 
the street was soon filled w ith an anxious 
crowd of m en and wom en, eager to ascertain 
w hat waa th e m atter. 
When they found th at 
no dam age had b e a t done, th eir ex. item ent 
quickly subsided.

Sunday night he was taken to Banning for 
trial, "and held 10 answ er before the Superior 
Court to the charge of grand larceny. During 
the prelim inary trial it w a s noticed th at a large 
num ber of stockm eu were present, but no vio­ 
lence w as expected. The prisoner was pui in a 
box-car, w ailing lor a train to this city, and

Bentley adm itted his presence at Plum m er- 
ville w hen Clayton was assassinated, b ut pre­ 
tended to give an account of him self d u rin j the 
tim e after his arrival there till the shot was 
fired. 
The testim ony of both m en was of an evasive 
character, and tb eir exam ination left the terri­ 
ble crim e shrouded as deeply in m ystery as 
ever. T he inquiry into the assassination "will 
be continued to-morrow.

U ralium is a new metal, possessing some 
very prom ising qualities, but w hether it 
will ever be found in sufficient quantities 
to be of commercial value is a question for 
the future to determine. 
It is, next to 
silver, the w hitest metal known. 
I t is as 
malleable as the purest platinum , but 
much more ductile, and is nearly as soft as 
lead. 
Its m elting point is about the same 
as platinum , but it is not volatile. 
Its 
specific gravity is 20.25, and its molecular 
volume, like that of osmium, platinum and 
palladium, is 6.25. 
Its atomic weight is 
187.25. 
It has nearly the same chemical 
properties as platinum . 
The metal was 
discovered a few years since by M. Guyitrd 
in some commercial platinum obtained 
from Russian ores from the U ral Moun­ 
tains, whence its name. 
Indium is a rare and expensive metal. 
Like the above, it is of a brilliant, silver- 
white luster, which it retains even in moist 
air. 
It is very soft and delicate, and easily 
scratched. 
It was originally detected in 
the zinc blende of Freiberg, by R eichter 
and others, in I860. 
It has been found 
since in the flue dust of the zinc furnaces 
of Gosler, lmt is more easily prepared from 
crude metallic zinc than from any of the 
original ores. 
It can easily be sublim ated 
to beautiful brilliant crystalline scales. 
The principal feature of this m etal is its 
excessive cost. 
It is comparatively the 
most valuable of known metals, one pound 
of it equaling in value eight and one-half 
rounds of gold or 135 pounds of silver. 
!his immense value is based principally 
upon its rarity, no doubt, as its practical 
value in the arts cannot be great.

EEPETITION OF 
AN 
OLD OUTRAGE. 


The outrageous abduction of a Chinese 
woman some weeks ago, through processes 
of the law in Auburn and in this city, has 
resulted in San Francisco in a brutal mur­ 
der. The wife of a Chiuaman of Stockton 
was arrested on a warrant from Auburn, 
issued on a charge laid by Chinese that 
she had obtained goods by false pretenses. 
At the same time a warrant was sworn out 
in this city for the arrest of the woman’s 
husband in Stockton, on a charge of lar­ 
ceny. The wife was whisked off to Auburn 
and the husband brought to Sacramento. 
The latter was locked u p ; the wife was, it 
is charged, placed in a vile house in 
Auburn. 
The next step in the conspiracy was to 
have another Chinawoman personate the 
Auburn "prisoner” and tender bail. So soon 
as the abducted wife was thus released 
from supposed imprisonment her captors 
presumably seized upon her. for she has 
not l)een heard of since. 
In the meantime the husband secured 
his release from the Sacramento lock-up, 
through the intervention of white friends 
who followed him from Stockton to aid 
him. The husband at once, and very 
naturally, set about to find his wife, and to 
follow up and punish those who had been 
guilty of the crime of spiriting her away. 
As a result some indictments were, we be­ 
lieve, found in l’lacer county and in Stock­ 
ton, one of them iteing against a China­ 
man and the others agaiust Constables. 
The uncle of the injured husband, being 
well-to-do and in an extensive business in 
San Francisco, aided his nephew with 
means to follow up the clues to the con­ 
spiracy, and to bring all the guilty parties 
to punishment. On Monday a noted high- 
hinder, and one who is known to be an 
assassin for hire, in broad daylight waited 


0:1 one of the chief streets of the metropo­ 
lis for the uncle, and as he passed on the 
sidewalk the assassin drew a long, heavy 
pistol, took a rest over his left arm and de­ 
liberately shot down his victim. 
It was a 
clear case of hired killing; a murder for 
coin; the murderer was hired to do the 
deed by some one of the associations of 
Chinese owing an obligation of protection 
to the conspirators who abducted the wife, 
and who wished the assistance of the uncle 
to the nephew to be cut ofh 
It is improb­ 
able that the murderer will escape punish­ 
ment. 
Witnesses saw his act too plainly 
to put it in any manner of doubt. 
Blit his 
punishment will not satisfy the demand 
for justice until all those in any wise guilty 
in the use of the processes of the Courts for 
the abduction of the woman are unearthed 
and also punished. 
The Chinese appear to have no fear in 
this matter of making our Courts the vehi­ 
cles for the carrying out of their infamous 
conspiracies against life and liberty. 
It is 
well known, too, that our magistrates are 
far loo obliging to Chinese applicants for 
warrants, and do not exercise that jealous 
scrutiny over applications for warrants for 
the arrest of Chinese women that they 
should. There is not a magistrate in the 
State who does not know that whenever a 
warrant is applied for by a Chinaman for 
the arrest of a Chinese woman, the greater 
probability is that it is a ease of attempted 
kidnapping’through useof Court processes. 
•Our magistrates in large part are there­ 
fore to hlame for the scandalous prosti­ 
tution of the Court process to the vile ends 
of the dealers in human beings. 
W e can recall a half dozen local cases, 
within comparatively 
recent times, in 
which this same game of stealing women 
has been played through the Courts—the 
officers are therefore not excusable for j>er- 
m itting themselves to lie used as they are- 
They have no right to shield themselves 
behind technicalities of the law in these 
cases, and say that they must issue and 
serve warrants whenever the proner affi­ 
davit is filed, and must admit to bail in 
cases bailable where application is made. 
W hile this may be true, magistrates have 
the authority also to take cognizance of 
crimes committed in their presence or 
attempted through their agency, and in 
all cases where they have suspicion that 
the process of the Court is being used for 
vile ends, they should hold the parties 
until their cases can be examined into. 
Let us suppose for one moment that a 
white man, a citizen, should appear before 
a magistrate in Sacramento and swear out 
a warrant for the arrest of a white 
woman in Stockton, and that the warrant 
was s e r v e d and the woman brought to Sac­ 
ramento post haste, would not the magis­ 
trate make inquiry as to who she was, 
whether the wife of a citizen or not, and 
prior to issuing an order to admit her to 
hail, would he not assure himself that the 
prisoner brought before him was the identi­ 
cal person for whom the warrant had been 
issued ’ and would he not assure liimsel1 
„« e desired to be set at liberty on bail 


when he approved the offered bond ? Sup­ 
pose that instead of the defendant in the 
Stockton case being a Chinawoman, that 
she had been white and an American citi­ 
zen, does any one believe that she could 
have been spirited away by aid of Court 
processes without the suspicion of the offi­ 
cers being aroused ? Indeed, does any one 
believe that it would be an easy task to 
commit such a crime in the case of whites 
as was consumated in the Chinese cases ? 
Not a great while ago, in this citv, in 
broad day, a woman—Chinese of course— 
was on a warrant taken from her husband. 
I 
1 
rushed into Court, instantly bailed out by 
the complainant and delivered into his 
custody, or at least he was permitted to 
seize her, and inside of two hours she was 
a prisoner in a house of prostitution. She 
was rescued only after infinite difficulty 
and after Chinese cut-throats had made a 
show of shedding blood in the interest of 
the slave dealer. 
These things are blotches upon our 
civilization and make every manly cheek 
red with indignation. That this crime of 
“warrant-kidnapping” can be repeated over 
and over again, and our officials remain 
blind to the processes employed, attaches 
a stigma to the judicial system that 
shames good citizenship. We must find 
some way of putting an end to this rail­ 
roading of the victims of Chinese con­ 
spiracy through our Courts; this using of 
lawful processes for the doing of infamous 
crimes. 
It is a matter that cannot any 
longer be endured. Public shame must 
move society to put an end to it, and to do 
so effectually. 


T h e r e is something unaccountably sin­ 
gular in the failure of the New York peo­ 
ple in the recent efforts made to raise mon­ 
uments and memorials. 
In the matter of 
the Grant memorial monument they in­ 
sisted upon being allowed to do the whole 
work. Grant must be entombed in that 
city, and New York in return would erect 
over his remains a noble structure to his 
memory. 
But not a stone has yet been 
laid ; not even a plan has been adopted ; 
worse than that, but part of the money has 
been subscribed. All sorts of schemes have 
been put on foot to secure the total, but 
all have failed. 
A few thousand dollars 
have been scraped together, but not half 
enough as yet. So disgusted have the peo­ 
ple of the Nation become over the failure 
that a bill is now pending in Congress to 
have the Nation take hold of the matter, 
remove the remains of the great soldier to 
Washington, and there erect a fitting mon­ 
ument over them. 
When the centennial 
celebration of the inauguration of Wash­ 
ington took place in New York her people 
resolved to erect a Washington memorial 
arch in honor of the event. They sprang 
to the work with enthusiasm that soon 
evaporated, and the matter is now linger­ 
ing iu the agonies of inability on the part 
of the richest city on the continent to raise 
the beggarly sum of §100,000. The movers 
in the matter have, by almost superhuman 
efforts, secured subscriptions to the amount 
of §76,000, but it seems impossible to lift 
the column another cent mark. 
A year 
ago to-day the fund was ojiened, and after 
twelve months’ trial the first city of the 
Nation confesses that she is unable to raise 
an additional §24,000 to secure the erection 
of a memorial arch in commemoration of 
one of the greatest and most important 
of historic events, and of which that city 
was the stage of action. 


D on 
C a r v a ja l, 
the 
distinguished 
Cuban, in an interview in New York on 
Monday, said that the idea of annexation 
of Cuba to the United States is absurd. 
The people of Cuba do not want i t ; the 
tastes, customs and thoughts of the people 
are so unlike those of the United States 
that a union would be inharmonious; the 
laws of the two countries differ so widely 
that the Cubans would not lie able to 
adapt themselves in a generation to our 
system; there is in Cuba an immense 
number of negroes who are densely igno­ 
rant and superstitious and need to be 
ruled with a strong hand ; to project them 
into our political system would create the 
utmost confusion. 
All these are good rea­ 
sons, but the first is sufficient in itself. 
The people of Cuba do not want to lie 
united with us, and as we hold that the 
consent of the governed is the substructure 
of all right government, that one objec­ 
tion is enough to put the question out of 
consideration. 
Bnt just why the Cuban 
should have been interviewed upon the 
subject is not explained. 
We are una­ 
ware that anyone in this country has 
recently been agitating an annexation 
scheme. The probability is that the re­ 
porters could think of nothing else to ask 
Don Carvajal, and were determined to 
make him the subject of some sort of an 
item. 


T h e Senate of New York has passed a 
bill that provides “any person who wil­ 
fully slates, delivers or transmits” to a 
newspaper “for publication therein any 
libelous statement concerning any person 
or corporation, and thereby secures the 
actual publication of the same is guilty of 
a misdemeanor.” This is a good bill tobe 
transformed into a law. 
It is in the in­ 
terest of honest journalism and common 
decency. 
No newspaper proprietor who 
desires the respect of the community 
wishes to publish matter that is not true 
or that is scandalous and libelous. Never­ 
theless, any newspaper is liable to be im- 
¡Kised upon, and some of the best are now 
and then made the victims of attaches who 
prove untrue, and lor coin insert libelous 
matter. The utmost care and vigilance 
will not prevent vicious expression getting 
into the columns of the newspaper now 
and then. The object of the New York 
Legislature is to reach and punish those 
who impose upon the press and make it 
the catspaw for their dirty work. 


E n g l a n d , by the brilliancy and magni­

policy toward him while he was in her 
service in Africa.

OF FOUR RUN FOR. 


Second Day of the Spring Racing Sleet­ 
ing—Racine Shows What He 
is Slade Of. 


There was about the sam e attendance at 
the races yesterday as on the opening day, 
but the attractions offered were worthy of 
an attendance of at least five thousand. 
The weather was cool and pleasant, a fresh 
breeze blowing from the sonth, dispelling 
w hat wonld otherwise have been a warm 
day. 
Quite 
a large num ber of ladies 
graced the grand stand, and they took a 
lively interest in the racing. The track, as 
on Saturday, was in the best possible con­ 
dition, showing excellent care on the part 
of the management. 
A gentleman who 
occupied a seat on the grand stand re­ 
m arked that he 
had attended all the 
spring meetings—at Fresno, San Jose and 
San Francisco—and did not hesitate to 
say that none of these places conld show 
snch a magnificent track as that of the 
State Agricultural Society. 
“ W hy, sir,” said he, “ with such a lovely 
day, such a field of first-class thorough­ 
breds, such a track, and excellent manage­ 
ment, these races ought to be patronized 
by thousands of your Sacramento people, 
regardless of who comes from other places. 
I came more than a hundred miles to see 
these races, and am going to stay the week 
out; and I know of m en here who came 
three hundred miles to see these horses run 
before they go East to compete with the 
best horses of the country. 
It would be a 
sham e for the people of this part of the 
State to allow these spring meetings to fall 
through from want of patronage, but I 
don’t see how the society can hope to 
m aintain them unless the public show a 
better appreciation of the attractions offered 
them .” 
The Judges of the day were Directors 
Fred Cox and George W. Hancock and 
Matt Storn. D. M. Burns and Clarence 
W aterhouse were the Timers, and W illiam 
H . Coombs the Starter. The latter gentle­ 
m an is winniug many com plim ents for his 
success in this line of duty, which is one of 
the most difficult connected w ith racing. 
There are few good and honest starters in 
the country, and it looks as If Mr. Coombs 
deserves to be ranked among the best. 
Not the least of the attractions at the 
park is the excellent music discoursed by 
the H ussar Band.

Washington, April 29th.—When tte Senate 
convened only about a dozen Senators were 
present, nud Chandler moved a call ot the Sen­ 
ate. which was resi>onded to by a quorum of 
Senators. 
The Committee on Pensions reported lavor- 
abiy shout forty private pension bills. 
McPherson introduced a bill to purchase the 
picture of General George H. Thomas. 
At 12:15 the land forfeiture bill was taken up. 
Plumb discussed Call's amendment as to lauds 
in Florida. Piatt interrupted to offer a concur­ 
rent resolution (which was agreed to) request­ 
ing the President to return the Oklahoma bill. 
He explained that owing to an error of his own, 
the word '‘west” had been used in place of 
“east” iu the descriprion boundaries. 
Consideration of the laud forfeiture hill was 
then resumed. 
On a motion to lay Call’s amendment 011 the 
table, no quorum voted, yeas 27, nays 14, but as 
a call of the Senate showed the presence of 52 
members, Sherman rose and said that whenever 
a quorum was present and the vote did not dis­ 
close that feet he should insist upon the sensi­ 
ble rule that the Senators present and not vot­ 
ing should be counted.
